Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are drawn to a protein of SEQ ID No: 1 or a fragment thereof as encompassed by the 
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claims that lacks a functional secretory signal sequence and pharmaceutical 
compositions thereof. The lack of a functional secretory signal sequence is a non- 
obvious variation over the art of record because it is difficult at best to predict where any 
signal sequence starts and ends. The prior art does not disclose the mature or 
functional polypeptide, only the predicted sequence of the full length protein, which thus 
includes a functional signal sequence. Thus, the claims are deemed novel and non- 
obvious and the allowed claims are 6 and 12-15.
